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Claim Objections 

2. Claim 1 objected to because of the following informalities: "a" in equation (3) 
needs to be defined in the application claim. Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out 
and distinctly claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his 
invention. 

3. Claim 5 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

Claim 5 provides for the use of "timing error of a received digital multicarrier 
signal", but, since the claim does not set forth any steps involved in the method/process, 
it is unclear what method/process applicant is intending to encompass. A claim is 
indefinite where it merely recites a use without any active, positive steps delimiting how 
this use is actually practiced. 

Claim 5 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed recitation of a use, 
without setting forth any steps involved in the process, results in an improper definition 
of a process, i.e., results in a claim which is not a proper process claim under 35 
U.S.C. 101 . See for example Ex parte Dunki, 153 USPQ 678 (Bd.App. 1967) and 
Clinical Products, Ltd. v. Brenner, 255 F. Supp. 131, 149 USPQ 475 (D.D.C. 1966). 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed 
or described as set forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the 
subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are such that the subject 
matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made 
to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was 
made. 

4. Claims 1 and 5 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
admitted prior art in view of Tore U.S. Patent 6,31 0,926 B1 . 

Regarding claims 1 and 5, on pages 1-2 of the original disclosure, admitted prior 
art discloses Mueller timing error estimation in single carrier transmission synchronizers. 
Admitted prior art teaches the filtered version of timing error estimate, e, on the 
receiving side has a value represented by equation (1). Admitted prior art further 
teaches that equation (1 ) can be applied to a multicarrier transmission system, but e 
must be multiplied with "a" as defined on page 2 of the original disclosure. 

The equation (1 ) is used for estimating a timing error, e, for a single carrier . In 
view of that, admitted prior art equation (1) when used in a multicarrier transmission 
system ("ae") is equivalent to the claimed equation (3). Hence, on the receiving side of 
admitted prior art, the receiver estimates the timing error of a single carrier. 

Admitted prior art does not teach a means for correcting the phase of a sampling 
clock in view of the estimated timing error as claimed in the application claim. 
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Tore invention is directed to a multicarrier system wherein a phase of a sample 
frequency is adjusted at the receiver side. Figure 7 illustrates an embodiment of a 
receiver in a multicarrier system using a data directed phase error estimator 21 for 
readjusting the phase of the numerically-controlled oscillator 15 outputting the receiver 
same rate to an analog-digital-conversion means 8; see column 9, lines 1-6. Admitted 
prior art and Tore teachings are in the same field of endeavor. As discussed in column 
1 , lines 40-45 of Tore invention, the recovery of the sample rate with a correct phase 
and the recovery of the symbol rate and its start position from the received analog 
multicarrier signal at the receiver must be very accurate to not cause a wrong decoding 
of the data. In view of the foregoing discussion, it would have been obvious for one of 
ordinary skill in the art at the time of the invention that admitted prior art teachings can 
be modified to employ the estimated timing error to correct the sampling clock as taught 
in Tore invention. The motivation is obvious that correct sampling clock prevents from 
wrongly decoding data. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claims 2-4 and 6-8 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.
